FOOTBALL 


The  1976  football  season,  accord- 
ing to  Coach  Jarrett,  was  one  which 
could  be  described  in  one  word- 
CHARACTER.  It  was  made  up  of  a 
wide  variety  of  the  young  and  the  old. 
There  were  thirteen  seniors  who  pro- 
vided the  much  needed  leadership,  and 
also  several  freshmen  who  held  starting 
positions  this  year. 

The  Spartan  defense  finished  sec- 
ond in  the  conference  in  the  total  de- 
fense in  allowing  opponents  just  196 
yards  per  game,  and  also  ranked  well 
up  in  the  top  ten  in  the  country  in 
pass  defense  allowing  only  63  yards 
per  game.
